The first Chicago relief train of 11 cars, | 
loaded with provisions, dDlankets, cots, cloth- 
ing. and medical supplies, and representing 
the united effort of the Commercial associa- 
tion and the general relief committee, will | 
start for San Francisco today’in accordance | 
with plane made late at night. 

At a joint meeting of committees from the | 
two cemral relief bodies in the First National | 
bank building. it was decided to load the | 
train with supplies this morning and send it | 
westward before nightfall. The action was 
hastened by the following telegram received 
last evening by Mayor Dunne from Mayor 
Schmits of San Francisco: 

“ Mayor Dunce, Chicago: Many thanks for 
the expressions of sympathy. Cots, tenty, | 
and blankets are in great demand.” 


People Urged to Stay Away. 

With the relief train ready to start In a 
few hours, and with virtual assurance that ; 
tourists now in San Francisco are safe from 
personal danger and starvation, J. C. Stubbs 
of this city, who left on.a special train for | 
the stricken city with E. H. Harriman on 
Friday, warned Chicagoans from starting for | 
the coast in search of relatives.

The cable already has told 
of the almost unprecedented response of 
human sympathy which the news of Cali- 
fornia’s calamity has brought from every 
land and people under the sun. This uni- 
versal leveling of all the national boun- 
daries which ordinarily divide mankind is 
commented on. 

Europe longs to give practical expression 
of its sincerity. It would, if allowed,’ pour 
a willing stream of gold into the coffers of 
the Red Cross. The only thing which has 
held back a flood of gifts has been the rel 
port {In Washington that no foreign contri- 
butions are needed or desired. ‘This iptima- 
tion has prevented numbers of Englishmen 
pressing subscriptions on one collecting 
agency or another. . 

The question was put to Ambassador Reit 
yesterday whether such gifts would be ac- 
cepted, and brought the reply that, while 
such aid was not needed, it would be ac- 
cepted with warm hearts. The quesuon of 
opening a distinctly English fund is being 
considered by the king and others. It is 
important there should be a definite official 
announcement quickly from Washington or 
California. Englishmen who would ve giad 
to contribute if ald Is wanted are in a quan- 
dary in the present situation.

A great many strangers do not know where the temporary offices of the telegraph 
‘companies are located, and these offices have been necessarily shifted from time to 


Even if the offices could be reached, the factlities for sending messages have been 
so crippled that the companies, although working incessantly, are unable to give 
much relief. There are thousands of telegrams at the offices of both companies await- 
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them so as to send in ready, and sustaining 
provisions which would not need cod«ing. 

Byvyen San José forgot her own desolation 
and sent supplies. For there is no famine 
problem there. Prodigal, hospitabie: San 
Francisco is being paid back in «ind by the 
country. 

Drinking Weter Is Scarce. 


There is still a scarcity of water for drink- 
ing purposes. There is little water in the 
unburned section of the city today, but it wag 
promised by the water company that all that 
section lying west of Van Ness avenue would 
have connections with the water mains with- 
in twenty-four hours. 

In the western addition west of Van Ness 
avenue every precaution is taken to supply 
the immediate needs of the people. Water 
wagons go through the streets twice daily, 
serving water to those whose houses have 
been cut off from running water. 

The water mains are being rapidly repaired. 
Water will aid in solving the sanitary ques- 
tion as no other agent will—in flushing out 
the streets and sewers and sweeping away 
matter that may be subject to speedy decay. 
Already the mains to the relief stations are 
in good working order and the fire sufferers 
have a plentiful supply. 

One feature of the situation which is caus- 
ing much concern is the supply of milk for 
the babies. An appeal has been sent out 
to all nearby towns and country places call- 
ing for milk, that the little ones may not 
suffer. The milk wagons that are able to 
command a supply are peddling milk at 5 
and 10 cents a quart, the usual price. 


Sanitation a Real Problem. 


Sanitation is the problem now. Great diffi- 
culty is encountered in disposing of refuse 
and in some sections a disagreeable odor is 
apparent. Some people are burning their ref- 
use in lots, but the vast majority have no 
means of getting rid of this source of trou- 
ble. 

An urgent appeal has been sent out fore 
supply of chloride of lime. It is absolutely 
necessary to insure sanitary conditions, It 
it wanted immediately and in large quan- 
tities. 

The serious part is to get enough water to 
flush the sewer systems in the houses. Just 
as soon as the breaks can be fotind and re- 
paired there will be plenty of wader for gll 
purposes. There is water enough stored to 
supply the city with 35,00@,000 gallons a day, 
the amount formerly used. General and sys- 
tematic plans for the reconstruction of the 
sewers of the city are being made by the 
board of public works. The board is advised 
that the water supply will be increased just 
as fast as pipes can be repaired. In some 
places the railway tracks have been torn up 
to facilitate the work of repairing the water 
mains. Lake Merced is supplying about 1,- 
000,000 gallons to Lakeview postoffice, and 
aside from this about 7,000,000 galions is 
being brought from Lake Merced to Sar 
Francisco. 


Mayor Reassures People. 


In order to reassure the people that there 
should be no danger of famine and to warn 
them to take precautions against an epidemic 
or a renewal of the conflagmgtion, Mayor 
Schmitz this morning issued the following 
proclamation: 


“Do not be afraid of famine. There will be 


an abundance of food supplied. Do not use 


any water except for drinking and cooking 
purposes. Do not light any fires in houses, 
stoves, or fireplaces. 

“Do not use any house closets under any 
circumstances, but dig earth closets in yards 


PROVISIONS IN BAGS 
TIED UNDER HIS COAT. 


San Francisco, Cal., April 21,.—[Spe- 
cial.]~Men are mightily good or mightily 
bad in a time like this. Three-quarters of 
the people are helping each ether, shar- 
ing rations, helping to hunt for the miss- 
ing, and caring for the sick. One-quarter 
is. grabbing and storing food, trying to 
make money from the necessities of others, 
ready to rob and to plunder.

| Housing Problem Is Next. 

The next thought is for the housing of the 
people, who are now: compelled to sleep ip 
the open air with little or no covering. 

Maroel Cerf, chairman of the committee 
of refuge for the homeless, says that tem- 


- porary structures will be erected in Golden 


Gate park for the protection of the homeless 
at once. Maj. McIvor of the United States 
army is now laying out a sanitary camp at 
this point, work on which will be rushed as 
rapidly as lumber can be secured. Thecamp 
will be under the supervision of an officer of 
the engineer corps of the United States army, 
and the chief of the army medical staf will 
be In charge of it as sanitary officer. 

The conditions among the homeless in the 
park, it was reported by Chairman Cerf, 
were excellent, but it was feared there woulf 
be considerable suffering in the Mission dis- 
trict, where the committee has not been able 
to reach all the people. A subcommittee has 
been appointed to impress all vacant bulld- 
ings and all deserted houses that after ex- 
amination should prove to be safe. 


Room in Outside Towns. 

Berkeley, said Mr. Cerf, has accommodated 
2,000 homeless people and had sent word to 
the authorities that it desired to take care 
of 4,000 more. Alameda has room for 3,000, 
and Fresno telegraphed that it wished to pro- 
vide for 3,000, and asked that that number 
be sent, for which the Southern Pacific would 
furnish free transportation. 

H. E. Breeden, manager of the Standard 
Oil company, says that the city of Richmond 
could take care of 500, and that he would 
transport them free of charge. 

Mayor Schmitz has sent a letter to the 
mayors of Los Angeles, Stockton, Sacramen- 
to, Portland, Seattle, and Salt Lake asking 
that blankets, cots, and bedding, the need of 
which is imperative, be shipped immediately. 


Seizing Vacant Houses. 


All the unoccupied bulldings in the district 
that escaped the fire, comprising probably 
1,000 vacant flats and uses, have been 
thrown open to the use of the homeless, every 
school bullding and church considered safe 
also has been opened and will be used for the 
same purpose. 

Hundreds of houses in the unburned dis- 
trict have been, deserted by their occupants, 
who either have fled from the city or are 
camped in the parks. These also will be used 
for housing the homeless. 


Caring for Dead Chief Problem. 

With the immediate wants of the living 
supplied, the question of caring for the dead 
is now uppermost. 

As the bodies of the dead are being found 
the estimates of the total loss of life grow, 
but still there is nothing on which to base 
anything like a close figure. So many bodies 
appear to have been taken out from Little 
houses whose fall escaped notice in the 
general disaster that the number of dead 
must pass the early estimate of 600, 

There has been no attempt to get the dead 
to the cemeteries or even to the temporary 
cemeteries at the Presidio. They have been 
buried in the nearest parks unidentified. In 
Columbia park and in South park big 
trenches were dug and the corpses were 
piled in fifteen to a trench. At one place in 
Folsom street there was no park near at 
hand. They dug the trench there in an un- 
paved street. 


Seventy-five Bodies Taken Out. 

From a three story lodging house at Fifth 
and Minna streets, which collapsed Wednes- 
day morning, seventy-five bodies were taken 
yesterday and fifty others were in sight in 
the ruins. .

More thgn 150 persons are reported dead 
in the Brunswick hotel, Seventh and Mission 
streeta, 

Forty bodies were taken from a building 
at 119 Firth street today by the Red Cross 
service. The structure, which was a four 
story Np vacecaey won containing three fats 
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of ten rooms each, collepsed during the 
earthquake. At the time several pe 
were taken out alive from the upper stories, 
but it was thought that all the inmates had 
escaped. The ruins took fire shortly after 
and, although efforts were made to extin- 
guish the flames, the entire building gras 
consumed. The bodies of the unfortunates 
imprisoned within the ruins were incinerated, 
only the skulls and a few bones being left. 

It is known that Mrs. Henry Murray and 
A. IJ. McNear and wife lived in this building. 
They have not been heard of since the fire. 


Many Dead in Buins. 
‘What dead the ruins cover probably wil 
never be known until the workmen in clear- 
ing away the debris to build again will come 


~upon the bodies. 


Neither can there be any estimate placed 
on the number that died in the streets from 
fright, hunger, exhaustion or suffocation, 

The second night of general camping out 
in the. parks differed but Uttle from the 
first, except that the people were on the 
whole more comfortable. There were more 
blankets and shelter tents, thanks to the 
teeta 

It was inevitable under the circumstances, 
that many should fall sick from diseases 
brought ‘on . by’ exposure. ‘The troops sent 
all such to the hospital of the Presidio, 
which already is crowded. There wgs noth- 
ing in these casés of ifiness to show that an 
epidemic of any kind was threatened. The 
cases were of pneumonia, acute nheuma- 
tism,' and the like. - 

The medical department at the Presidio, 
with the thoughtfulmess ard foresight which 
has marked the work of the army all 
through, systématically ‘appropriated the 
stock of the drug stores as they were th 
ened by the flames and the medical supply d 
partment at the. Presidio is well stocked for 
emergency uses, But drugs in large quan- 
tities will .be needed, especially eulphur, 
earbolic acid, bichloride of mercury, vaccine 
points, general antiseptics, formakiehyde, 
and cathartics of any kind, castor oll, optum 
in pilis, morphine in tablets, and quinine. 


Taste of Martial Law. 


For the first time in ite history San Fran- 
cisco has had ite taste of martiallaw. When 
darkness fell upon the desolated city every 
inhabitant of the houses that were left stand 
ing groped about their homes in darkness. 
Early in the evening the survivorsef the ter 
rible calamity were cooking their suppers on 
fires built in front of thei# houses, the wiad 
fanned many of the fires into nasty blazes, 
and for a time it looked as if many new fires 
would be started:. But police orders were 
issued that all fires must be put out, and 
with a score of assistants and soldiers the 
building of fires In front of houses was sum- 
marily suppreesed. 

In all of the homes left standing no lights 
were allowed to be burned. In places where 
persons lit their lights contrary to the orders 
of the police and the militia citizens formed 
and forced the occupants to extinguish them. 
The only exception was in the case of hos- 
pitals. Soldiens patrolled the streets and no 
citizen was allowed to pass from one block 
to the other except by written permission. of 
the chief of police. 


Looters Reported Shot. 


There appears to be considerable confusion 
and conflicting orders between the military 
and civil authorities today. Many rumors 
are that summary executions of meh caught 
in the act of looting last hight were afloat 
today. but with a-single exception could not 
be verified. The only case of shooting posi- 
tively known this mornnig is that of a for- 
eigner, who was ordered to chop down some 
trees by a soldier. Not understanding Eng- 
lish, the foreigner started to walk away, 
and was shot through the body and danger- 
ously wounded. 

There are persistent reports of the hanging 
of two men in Jefferson square last night, 
but not even the police could verify this, be- 
cause no individual officer had made a regn- 
jar report to the chief this morning,.

OFFERED IN PITTSBURG. 
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Pittsburg, Pa., April 21.—[Special.]}—

San Francisco to this city, give them 
good houses fn which to lve rent free for 
one year, and furnish employment 
for the heads of the families and all 
others who desire to work. Mr. Murphy 
f acting for a number of Pitteburgera, 
but has already placed at the disposal 
of the mayor ten houses of his own with 
rent free for a year for any families 
who may arrive within a week. 


NOTIFY DR. EDWARD. DEVINE 
OF GIFTS INTENDED OR SENT. 


Washington, D. C. April 21.—In His ca- 
pacity of president of the American Na- 
tional Red Cross, Secretary Taft has issued 
the following proclamation: 

“To the Public: 

“As president of the American National 
Red Cross I have appointed Dr. Edward De- 
vine special agent of the Red Crose work 
to be done in San Francisco. I am in re- 
ceipt from Dr. Devine of a telegram in 
which he suggests thet notice of albavailable 
relief funds and all. shipments for rélief, 
whether consigned to the Red Cross or not, 
be sent to him, addressed “ Red Crosg, San 
Francisco,” that it fs exceedingly importent 
to centralize this information. I agree with 
Dr. Deyine’s suggestion and respectfully re- 
quest those who are engaged in forwarding 
either relief funds: or shipments for relief 
to notify Dr. .Devine. of the fact and the 
name of the consignee. 

“The war department is in constant re- 
ceipt of reports that messages of inqpiry 
be sent concerning the welfare of persons 
known te be in San Francisco. I have com- 
mum ‘with Gen. Funston with respect 
to some of these, and have learned from him 
that i is absolutely impossible for him or 
his ‘subordinates to locate individuals at 
this time. 

“The confusion is ao great that those who 
are naturally in distress because of a lack 
of information with respect to friends or 
relatives in San Francisco must neverthe- 
lesa await the settlement of conditions be- 
fore it .will .be. possible for them to hear.

It is likely thet the general com- 
mittee or some member of that committee 
will appeal directly te President Roosevelt 
to proclaim absolute military rule, placing 
the entire situation in the hands of the fed- 
eral authorities, which, it is beHeved, would 
simplify matters and obviate all confusion 
of orders. 

Only Few in Hospital.

WATCH FLAMES FROM OCEAN. 
German Vessel’s Mate Tells of Leaving 
Harbor When Fire Wasat Its 


o Height. 


Port Los Angeles, Ap! 21.—The steamer 
Itauri, bound for Hamburg, Germany, put 
in here this morning, and is the first vessel 
to bring by the water route those who wit- 
nessed the destruction of San Francisco. 

“ The Itauri left San Francisco Thursday 
afternoon when the flames seemed to be at 
their height,”’ said First Mate Charles Appen, 
in his description of the catastrophe. “As 
seen from the bay it was a sublime but ter- 
rible spectacle. We were anchored more 
than a mile out im the roadstead, but the 
wind as it swept over the burning city and 
down upon us was like the breath of a de 
mon. 

“ At times it was tmpossible for us to re- 
main on deck. The water of the bay became 
heated. The terrific concussions of dyna- 
mite and the firing of artillery along the 
water front by the soldiery in their attempts 
to stop the flames brought hundreds of fish 
to the surface. 

“Our clearance papers were burned, but 
we could not retain our anchorage, and late 


“Thursday afternoon we started toward the 


open sea. 

* Wharvee along the water front which 
had not been consumed were filled with peo- . 
ple. They beckoned to us that they needed 
assistance. We could see them holding up 
their hands in the attitude of prayer. It was 
the thought of self-preservation for us all 
that kept the Itauri’s course unchanged. 

“As we passed through the Golden Gate 
the hille on each side were mountaing of 
flame. In some places the earth spots showed 
where the buildings already had been con- 
sumed, but these were few. 

“It was dusk when we passed out of the 
harbor. The waves, instead of scintillating 
with the rays cfthe setting sun, burned scar- 
let from the fires to the right and then to 
the left.

WELL KNOWN MEN IN FRISCO 
TELL PERSONAL EXPERIENCE 


Former Mayor Phelan, Hermann Oel- 
richs, and Adolph Spreckels Relate 
What Happened to Them. 


San Francisco, April 21.—Prominent men 
of San Francisco tell their experiences, as 
follows: | ‘ 

James D. Phelan, former mayor of San 
Franciseo, and Tman of the finarice 
committee, said: “ en I was awakened 
in my house by the shock, I made my way 
downtown toward the fire, which was rag- 
ing in two directions.

Test Case Is Planned. 

There were other charges pending, and !t 
was agreed by counsel for the defense, In- 
spector Edgar T. Davies,-and the state's 
attorney’s office that a stipulation shculd 
be drawn up and that the case should be 
taken to the higher courts as a test case 
The time for the action was set for “this 
month when the company returned to Chi- 
cago. 

Six weeks ago in Lexington, Ky., Manager 
Colton die@ and his place-was taken by 
Walter J. Kingsley. He knew’ nothing of 
the agreement, so Mr. Davies sent Deputies 
Patterson and Fitzsimmons to witness the 
opening “performance. They reported five 
children were in the cast and proceedings 
were instituted.

~ TROUBLEIN MINOR LEAGUE. 


Ball Chath and Action of Kelley in 
Forfeiting Game Furnish Gossip for 
‘American Association Fans. 
. _—_ 


Louisville, Ky., Apri] 21.-—[Special.]—The 
week just closing has been a most interesting 
one for the American association, the larg- 
est of the minor baseball leagues in tre 
country, Not only has it marked the opening 
of the playing season) but its political af- 
fairs have developed some sensational situ- 
ations, 

In the first place the Columbus, Toledo and 
Indianapolis clubs sucqeeded in forcing one 
“ make /’ of ball upon three of the clubs that 
have taken sides with other makers, Then 
Mike Keiley, president/and manager of the 
Minrreapolist team, deffed the president of 
the league, representediin the person of Um- 
pire Owens of Chicago, and refusing to leave 
the visiting players’ ch, forfeited Thurs- 
day’s game to Louisville by the score of 
8 to 0, y 

The action concerning the ball and the 
forfeiture of the gameé here was due to two 
members of the National commission. 
Messrs. Hermann and Pulliam decided that, 
pending the settlement of the question of 
whether the board of directors of the Amer- 
ican association had thé right to adopt a ball 
which was distasteful to half the club own- 
ers of the league, the ¢lubs should have the 
privilege of using any ball they chose. Nat- 
urally, oH beer Columbus ahd Toledo 
took advah tage of this ruling and used an- 
other ‘'make’’ in the opening games of the 
season in those towns. | 

The. national commission had once decided 
that the ball matter was ore that should be 
settled within the leagué, but the recalcitrant? 
Watkins faction influefced Garry Hermann 
to reopen the case. What the final outcome 
of this issue will be is gncertain. 

The new developments in the Kelley cease 
are particularly interesting because the 
Minneapolis manager acted upon the advice 
of Ga Hermann in defiance of the pres- 
ident of the lea %: Frac the question that is 
now bethering t agnates is how far the 
chairman of the enti bal commission has a 
right to interfere in the internal affairs of the 
American association. | 

Mr. Hermann notified Manager Kelley that 
he had the right to sit/on the hench and di- 
rect hia team in play, and in so doing said 
that the ruling of thp commision barring 
players who had violated the reservation 
rights of a club from managing another ciub 
was not retroactive Sad coll not be applied 
to Kelley. He also) informed President 
O’Brien of this; but the message to that of- 
ficial was sent to Milwaukee while he was in 
Toledo. Therefore O’Brien did not get it 


in time to change instructions to umpires, ” 


and as Manager Kelley was anxious to show 
his fighting spirit in one of the towns of the 
rival faction he forfeited a game and disap- 
pointed 1.500 Louisville fans. 

Outside of the politics of the league the 
most interesting developments of the week 
have been the defeat/of the supposedly 
stronger teams. Kansans City, last season's 
tailenders, took two gagnes from the pennant 
winners of Columbus by outplaying them. 
In Toledo the Milwaukee team, considered 
one of the best on paper, was humbled by 
the despised Mudhens in the first game, while 
Minneapolis was clearly outplayed by Louis- 
ville, The only teams/that played to paper 
form were St. Paul adep Indianapolis. The 


weakness of the Indiagapolis club was made 
apparent by Manager Padden’s Saints. who 
won without being extemied in the first game.

The propellers In most cases 
were immersed more deeply, sterns broad- 
ened out, rudders were made smaller, and 
everything was done In this way to give the 
craft a more gentle movement on the sur- 
face. 

Boats Lack Utility. 


The general opinion was that few types 
of boats were presented which might be con- 
sidered of great practical value as racers. 
The majority of racing hulls were all good 
as cruisers. Few of the so-called cruising 
hulls made any impression, either their mo-. 
tor was too powerful and rendered them 
racers in everything but name or the general 
installation was all against comfort,

The chances are that 
road grit, which ig composed of gharp, flinty 
particles, caises small wounds in the del!- 
cate membrane covering the air passages and 
air cells of the lungs, thereby giving entrance 
to micro-organisms which may sow seeds of 
serious if not fata] maladies. 

‘In regard to the eye the same danger 
exists, and one already. has seen cases of 
inflammation of the eye of a slow septic type 
which shows that it has not been caused by 
simple gtit, but by the entrance of microbes 
capable of causing Hestructive changes in the 
visual apparatus.’

In such cases the boys cannot be 
blamed if they go to pleces, but in my eac- 
quaintance I don't know of a single case in 
America where @ rich man’s son is not busy 
at something. | 

“There are certainly ninety young men 
with moderate Incomes with nothing what- 
ever to do in cities in England to every ten 
in the cities of the United States, The 
rich man’s son in England who inherits 
landed property cannot be said to be idis, 
This class hardly is known on the other sida, 
but the care of landed property may well be 
compared to the care of stocks and bonds. 
In England, again, a rich man’s son may be 
saved from the stigma of loafing by enter- 
ing parliament or studying for the bar. 

“In short, I belleve the sons of America’s 
rich men are far from being decadents.” 


Think the Rabbi Exaggerates.’ 

Several other Americans seen on the sub- 
ject were more amused than indignant. They 
were inclined to think that Rabbi Hirsch 
greatly exaggerates the evil. One New 
Yorker said his personal knowledge of the 
sons of many of the wealthiest families in 
his own state did not bear out the rabbi's 
charges. He instanced the living descend- 
ante of such families as the Astors, Vander- 
bilts, Goulds, Stokes, and Rockefellers. 

Another American doubted much tf the 
proportion of rich men’s sons leading worth+ 
less lives was as great in the United States as 
in other countries. One reason he advanced 
was that {t was not customary for them, how- 
ever rich, to be brought up toa life of idle- 
ness. He instanced the case of young Jay 
Gould, at present on a visit to England. He 
is only 17 years old, but as soon as he has 
finished his college course he will learn the 
railroad business from the beginning and is 
looking forward to that time.

“ One visitor from Chicago said that so far 
as that city was concerned there might be 
some truth in the remarks of Rabbi Hirsch.

Animal Language Not Impossible. 

Of course the only way to ascertain their.

times Greek and Roman philosophers always 
maintained that the brutes which we igno- 
rantly describe as dumb animals pspéak a 
language intelligible to one another and ca- 
pable of being acquired by human) beings. 
The fact that their speech seems to our ears 
to be mere inarticulate sounds constitutes no 
ground for inference that the latter are de- 
void of any meaning. For twoChifiamen en- 
gaged in a monosyllabic argument, though 
they may be discussing the most profound 
maxims of Confucius, are to an educated 
person no more intelligible than a couple of 
sparrows twittering together under the eaves 
of abarn. In the orient, which toithis day is 
regarded as the center of a knowledge of the 
mysteries both of science and of nature, 
which we western, barbarians have not until 
now succeeded in fathoming, it is insisted 
that birds and animals converse in languages 
that are intelligible not only to ome another 
but also to mankind. Syrians have since 
time immemorial claimed to understand the 
language of bears; Arabs put forward simi- 
lar pretensions with regard to crows, and the 
Japanese to foxes. In India the language not 
only of cranes but also of snakes, alligators, 
bulls, and monkeys is stated to be understood 
by the learned Pundits, while the Persian 
sages assert that they cam both understand 
and converse with wolves. 

To us, however, the advance guard of twen- 
tieth century progress, civilization, and en- 
lightenment—at least we fondly consider 
ourselves as such-—-the language of animals 
and birds still remains an almost entirely 
closed book. And in this we are inferior, not 
alone to our ancestors and to our oriental 
contemporaries, but also to the animals 
themselves. For, whereas horses, dogs, ele- 
phants, cattle, and othér domestic animals 
are able to comprehend our verbal commands, 
who is there among us who could put the cor- 
rect interpretation even on the loud and slow.

THE GREAT PROBLEM OF RELIEF. 

The paramount task at San Francisco 
is one of the moment rather than of the 
future. It is that of organizing present 
relief. T'wo-thirds or three-fourths of the 
population have been suddenly left shel- 
terless. Other great fires in America 
have been confined wholly or mainly to 
the business districts of the cities affect- 
ed. Even the Chieago fire only swept 
away a minor fraction of the residences 
of the city. In San Francisco, however, 
the flames have devastated the major 
part of the homes as well as the business 
area of the city. The. population is roof- 
less as well as destitute and exhausted. 

Train loads of the inhabitants are be- 
ing scattered to other parts of the coun- 
try, but the great majority of the home- 
less multitude will have to remain in or 
about the stricken city. Its remnant of 
unburned houses will be opened for refu- 
gees. The homes and public buildings of 
neighboring cities will receive many. 
The war department, too, is hurrying its 
tents from far and near to the spot. 
How far the accommodations will go to- 
ward meeting, at least in some fashion, 
the sudden need for shelter can only be 
surmised. Fortunately, the climate at 
this season is comparatively mild. 

The need of food and water is still 
more emergent. Bakeries, restaurants, 
groceries, markets, milk depots have been 
largely wiped out. Even the channels of 
trade are shut off. To ofganize the pro- 
visioning of a vast army in a _ hostile 
country is a master accomplishment, but 
time is allowed for systematizing the ar- 
rangements therefor. 
Francisco demands the instant relief 
from hunger of hundreds of thousands 
when stores and machinery of supply 
have been suddenly obliterated. 

The specter of disease likewise hovers 
over the scene. Dr. Edward Devine, sec- 
retary of the New York Charity Organi- 
aation society—whom President Roose- 
velt has commissioned to direct the ex- 
penditure of the governmment million dol- 
lar relief fund, and who is a special rep- 
resentative of the Red Cross  society— 
places primary emphasis u the neces- 
sity of precautions against sickness. 
“The people,” 
be fed and housed, but the most impor 
tant thing, in my judgment, will be to 
take all precautions against pestilence.” 
This will be done by the prompt burial 
of dead persons or animals, the proper 
eare of injured persons, and the expedi- 
tious cleansing of the city of débris. The 
offer by a Chicago hospital to the war 
department of a group of trained nurses 
was an especially thonghtful act. It is 
also a matter of congratulation that Mr. 
Ernest Bicknell, superintendent of the 
Chicago burean of charities, has been 
commissioned for the purpose by the 
Commercial .association and !s on his 
way, with Dr. Devine, to the seat of 
trouble. 

The stress and strain of the situation 
will, of course, be borne by those on the 
spot. To them will mainly fall the colos- 
sa) task of actnal relief. The urgent col- 
lection of funds, however, is going on In 
thousands of ways and places‘over the 
country, and those on the spot will thus 
be effectively backed up.

The func- 
tions of certain deeper seated regions have still to be determined, or, 
at least verified; but, even as regards the general functions of the cen- 
tra] parts of the brain, wé are in possession today of a fair amount 
of knowledge.

We do not now speak of “ or- 
gans” of benevolence, veperation, combativeness, and so forth, be- 
cause we recognize that thé whole gamut of human emotions and pas- 
sions is a matter much top intricate for analysis by aid of the dis- 
sector’s art. Weédo not nd surface brain convolutions mapped out 
by nature into areas corresponding with those we find on the charts of 
the phrenologists.

If the old phrenology has gone by the board, it is also clear we 
require to recast many other popular notions respecting the organ of 
mind.

An effort will be made to secure such a ‘modifica- 


tion of vagrancy laws as will Insure the hobos against 


molestation by the police so long as they are guilty of 
no actual crimes. Wilson declares that he will hold 
the organization aloof from party ties, Dut will form 
combinations with candidates who pledge themselves 
to work for the enactment of legislation favorable to 
the iebo element. Colonization will be resorted to, if 
necessary, to elect representatives to municipal assem- 
blies, state legislatures, and congress. 

The Community’ club will not affiliate with labor 
unions. Many of the labor wnions wage bitter war- 
fare on capitalism. Wilson ts a socialist, and subscribes 
to most of its doctrines, but he recognizes that capital- 
ism exists and he will not try, as most reformers do,’ 
to change the present order of things.

Hobo Lawyers and Doctors. 

Wihen the preliminary meeting was called in St. 
Louis to fogm the national organization of hobos there 
were lawyers, doctors, druggists, skilled mechanics, 
draftsmen, artists, and others from nearly every walk 
of life in the motley gathering. Some of the hobos were 
able to converse in many tongues. Surprisingly elo- 
quent were the speeches made in favor of the organiza- 
tion. The addresses of the speakers were couched in 
graceful, forceful language. Many of them were men 
equipped by education and natural talent for the high- 
est positions of honor and trust in the land, but wholly 
unfitted now for anything but hoboing because of their 
weaknesses. 

The hobo can and does get along on. a remarkably 
emall income. The cheapest, dingiest lodgings are emi- 
nently satisfactory to him. A cot in a barracks, for 
which he pays the sum of 10 cents, is a luxury. A few 
old clothes and one square meal a day when he is not 
working round out his list of physical and sartorial 
necessities. 

“The hobo is a peculiar combination,” says Presi- 
dent Wilson. “ With nobody but himself to care for, 


he is a happy-go-lucky individual.” His wants being . 


few, he seldom works more than one-half or one-third 
of his time. He has no family ties to bind him to any 
particular residence, and he drifts about the country 
as aimlessly as a derelict upon the sea. His course is 
changed by the merest shifting of the wind. One min- 
ute he may have his mind made up to go south; the next 
minute he is packing his little bundle to start north.

Satisfied with Mere Existence. 


“When a man is once reduced to the hobo level 
it is hard to eet him to take any further interest ih life. 
He is satisfied with a mere existence, provided he can 
satiate his appetite for drink. He recognizes the fact 


that he is down and all but out. Having no friends to 


take an interest in him and having been so reckless that 
his family has no more use for him, he seldom makes 
an effort to regain this lost position in the world. I have 
known thousands of well educated men, descended from 
aristocratic families, who are now hoboing. “They threw 
their opportunities away. They are ‘booze fighters’ 
and @ack the will power to control their appetite for 
drink. Being outcasts from society, they lose ambition 
and pride and simply drift with the stream. 

“Our secretary, Mr. Allman, is a fair sample of the 
educated thobo. His parents are wealthy residents of 
London. He is a graduate of Oxford university. He 
had every opportunity that wealth, social standing, and 
education can give a man. After his graduation he 
traveled extensively through France, Germany, Belgium, 
and Holland. He went to Monte Carlo, and in one day 
lost every farthing he possessed. Walking to Nice, he 
was sent home by the British consul. He remained in 
London a little while and started for America, his peo- 
ple having furnished him with more money.

Hobo Secretary Author of Book. 

“He ianded in New York and fell in with a con- 
vivial crowd. It was mot long before he was again 
niless. He began earning his living by drudgery,” and 
made socialistic speeches wherever he could find an 
audience. A few years later he wrote a book entitled 
“Gade Children,” from the sale of which he derived 
a considerable sum of money, ‘ 

“ He spent his money and then went back to drud- 
gery, He is now a cook in a cheap restaurant. He has 
a brilliant intellect, but withal is a hobo. He was se- 
lected for secretary because he knows the weaknesses 
and needs of our people. 

“We have chosen a responsible citizen of St. Louis 
for our treagurer for the reason that the ordinary hobo 
cannot be trusted to handle other people’s money. I 
would not care to trust myself with any considerable 
sum of money, though I believe I am honest. Mr. 
Rothscheck is a reliable citizen, and will take care of 
the funds placed in his hands. Ue is not a hobo, put, 
being in sympathy with the ‘under dog,’ he took an 
interest in men of our class and was willing to give 
us an uplift. 

“Thousands of hobos drift tato.every big oity 
every day and. other thousands take their departure. 
If we can establish one central place in every large city 
for them to congregate it will be an easy matter for 
the officers of the club to Keep in touch with the men 
eligible to rSership. 

“Hobos® e¢ not individual reformers. As a Tule 
they believ@ no political reform so long as it doesn’t 
strike at inf idual rights. The first thing a. hobo ts 
when he c@ +s to town is drink. Liquor he will have. 
It is a pe of his existence. It drowns the sorrow it 
created him. Knowing the hobo’s weakness for 
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drink it will be the merest folly to aiiig an. egusten- 
tion without recognizing this fact. For that reason 
saloons will be operated In connection ’ ‘with: ‘the head-— 
quarters in each city, and liquors, ander ‘restrictions, 
will De dispensed to members. They ‘will not be allowed 
te make hogs of themselves. When the hobos come 
to understand that they have an organisation designed 
to give them the greatest possible amount of protec-_ 
thon along practical Hnes, to provide them with what 
they actually demand in the way of refreshments, to 
furnish them employment free of charge, and to look 
after their interests generally, then I think the dDenefits 
of the Community club will so impress themselves wpon 
the mind of the hobo that he will stick to the order,

life. It will take time and much patience. We will have 
reading rooms, but we do mot propose to gorge the hobo 
on reform iteratude: Most of them are fairly well in- 
formed. They read the newspapers, travel much, see 
much, and discuss public questions among themeecives. 
They are bétter informed than the average farmer } and

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OOD, not heredity, not environment, bu! s 
food—inuakes thé man. Not what his for- 
bears have been for good or evil; not 
what his physiéal surroundings may be 
for health or disease—but the quality and 
the quantity of the things he eats in 
childhood determine his destiny. Fate 
waite for him, not in any conjunction of 
the planets as the astrologer would have it; not in 
any diabolical freak of atavism as the Lombrosian doc- 
trine insists, but in such simple things as his nursing 
bottle, his schoolboy lollypop, his mother’s frying pan. 

Such is the theory exploited after many years 
‘of patient experiment and scientific investigation, by 
John Spargo, an Bnglishman and an Oxford scholar 
now litving tn New York City. 

The conclusions drawn by Mr. Spargo are revo- 
lutionary. They repudiate the theory of ‘heredity, 
the pet bugaboo of the coldly scientific mind for the 
last twenty-five years, and if sound—and there is 
every evidence to prove that they are sound—it means 
not only the nullification of all previous scientific doc- 
trineés upon the subject of human physico-psychology, 
but a complete revolution of our present scientific 
system as it applies to tlie progress and social, men- 
tal, and moral development of mankind.

Born Equal; Food Makes the Difference. 

Mr. Spargo brings an overwhelming amount of 
evidence to bear upon the fact that all children are 
born equal as regards physique and mental and moral 
capacity, The democracy of the cradle, he declares, 
can bé proved by the statistics and records of physi- 
cians and tying in hospitals all over the world, and he 
cites innumerable examples wherein he himself has 
gathered just such evidence. 
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the infantile death rate to ‘socially preventable 
causes,’ and only 85 per cent of that number to pov- 
erty in the broadest sense of that word. Dre, Bafl- 
lestre and Gilette, French authorities on the subject,

Five yéars of ignorance, they say, has cost France 
220,000 lives, equal to the loss of an army corps of 
45,000 men annually. My estimate for this country 
is not nearly so liberal as theirs for France,”

Crime Due to Childhood Poverty. 


The yéarly loss vf these priceless bapy lives does 
not, however, represent the full measure of the awful 
cost of the poverty which surrounds the cradle,” says 
Mr. Spargo. “It is not only that 76,000 or 80,000 
die, but that as many more of those who survive are 
irreparably weakeried and injured. Not graves alone, 
but hospitals and prisons are filled with the victims 
of childhood poverty. They who survive go to school, 
but are weak, nervous, dull, and backward in their 
studies. Discouraged, they become morose and de- 
flant and soon find their way into the “ feformato- 
ries” for truancy or other juvenile delinquencies. 
Later they fill the prisons forethe ranks of the va- 
grant and the criminal are recruited from the truant 
and juvenile offender. Or if happily they 40 not 
become vicious they fail in the struggle for exist- 
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mediate death this child. will never recover wholly 
from the severe intestinal disorder induced by the 
ignorance of ite mother. Yet, after all, it is doubtful 
whether the beer and bacon were worse for it than 
many of the patent “infant foods” of the cheaper 
kinds commonly given in good faith to the children 
of the poor. Spe

Scientific Feeding Saves Millions. 

As an example of what scientific feeding is doing 
and has already done towards the lowering of th 
death rate Mr. Spargo cites a vast arfay of facte and 
figures in the way of statistics of hospitals and dis- 
pensaries, reformatories, schools for defectives and | 
feeble minded, and penal institutions for the young. 
In these a marked and steady improvement was ob- 
served. Boys and girls brought up in freformatories 
became better physically, mentally, and morally al- 
most immediately that they were put upon the whole- 
some, regular diet. At the New York Foundling 
asylum on Randall's island it was decided to intro- 
duce the Strauss system of Pasteurizing the milk 
given to babies. . Heretofore nearly 60 per cent of 
the babies in that institution died. The new system 
of sterilization cut the death rate almost 60 per cent. 

But Mr. Spargo does not favor Pasteurization. 
There is still a better way, one which will cut the 


present low mortality attained by sterilization again .

The source of all man’s misery, moral and mental 
as well as physical, is poverty. Poverty, Mr. Spargo 
declares, is responsible for at least 80,000 infant lives 
that are sacrificed annually in the United States alone. 
These figures mean that more than 200 children under 
6 years of age died every day in the year, more than 
8 each hour, day by day, night after night, and all 
from @iseases directly or indirectly attributable to 
underfeeding and ill feeding as a result of poverty. 
Mr. Spargo anticipates the hue and cry which this 
statement is almost certain to make. “There are 
many pefsons who will think these figures exagger- 
ate the evil.

Ignorance of Mothers Appaliling. 


Mr. Spargo sets forth his revelutionary theories 
in his book, “The Bitter Cry of the Children.” 

“It is remarkable how ignorant thé majority of 
mothers are among the poor,” saye Mr. Spargo, “ es- 
pecially are they ignorant regarding the first prin- 
ciples of babyhood. The tragedy of the Infant’s posi- 
tion is its helpléssness; not only must ft suffer from 
its parents’ misfortunes, but from their‘ignorance as 
well. How -ignorant mothers sometimes are, may 
be gathered from the fact‘that one child whose case 
I investigated was given cabbage by its mother when 
it was three weeks’ old; another, seven weeks old, 
was fed for several ‘days in succession on sausage 
and bread with pickles!

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HE modern steam laundry has done much 
to lighten thé burdens of the American 
housekeeper. A large family washing is 
a serious affair; it takes plenty of 
strength to wash all day Monday and iron 
on Tuesday. The seriousness of the task 
does not rest entirely in the washing; it 
4s partly inherent in the temperament of 

Our people. To loiter over a large tub of wash is en- 
tirely inconsistent. with the temperament of an. Ameri- 
can housekeeper. | 

In many foreign countries the conveniences for 
Washing are less, though the housekeeper takes her task 
far less seriously. A washing in a Swise town well tl- 
lustrates the difference. It is only when it grows cold 
that Swiss women are willing to wash indoors. During 
the spring and summer they go to a public tank that 
is made of stone, some thirty feet long and twelve feet 
wide; into this tank flows a stream of clear water from 
& mountain brook. The women come in small battalions, 
‘with skirts pinned high, balancing large baskets of 
clothes on their heads. They make soapsuds for a while, 
Tub and scrub, and then gossip for a while. Washing 
becomes quite an enjoyable affair when a young engaged 
girl is there, and the older women tease her about the 
courting.

The Spanish and Swiss are different tn tempera- 
ment, but their methods of washing are similar. It is 
too warm in Spain to stand over a boiler.

When they get tired they wander off to 
the different booths and examine the newly knitted 
stockings, gay colored cloth, and silk, and latest milli- 
nery. dn the outlying districts of Naples and in the 
country where the sea is not close at hand they are 
forced to-pump the water at primitive wells and wash 
their clothes in the meadows. 

In some Mexican towns there are public washing 
founts, where women bring their clothing. These founts 
have basins that are set in rows under a wide roof, but 
fn the smaller and more remote villages there are 
ditches dug for this purpose bear the shore. These 
ditches usually aré four feet deep and vary in length 
from a quarter to a half a mile.. The women some- 
times sit, but more usually stand and wash their clothes. 
Their washtubs are placed in a long row. They place 
their wash to dry on the sand, and their infants sleep

Shafting a Deadly Menace, 

The shafting in a machine shop or factory 
of any kind is always a menace to the work- 
er, who must needs come in close contact 
with it. With the shaft revolving at a speed 
that makes one dizzy to watch it and ready 
to take hold of any piece of cloth or button 
that \comes within its reach, the mén who 
work around them must keep their eyes open 
lest they learn wh&t ft isto be whirled around 
a piece of shafting. In the mein, such aoc- 
cidents happen ‘to oilers. No matter how 
careful a man may be, no matter how cer- 
tain he may be that there are no loose odds 
and ends in his clothing, there apparently 
always is the possibility of being killed or 
severely injured. 

The big iron and steel works are more pro- 
lifie in serious accidents than other or smaller 
industries. That there is an appalling list 
of injured on the pay roll of these places is 
a fact of common knowledge. 
accidents may represent a blighted career.

Then, having selected the model, having 
learned all that there is to be known about 
him, having grasped his point of view and 
read,marked, and inwardly digested all avail- 
able literature upon it, all that remains is to 
model one’s own life as closely as possible 
upon the lines of the model’s existence. 


Allow for Changing Conditions. 


Allowance must of course be made for gen- 
eral conditions. But it is true that history 
repeats itself, though not in the same place. 
Courage, and resourcefulness, and honesty 
are the qualities that can be best acquired by 
e study of some great model, and these quali- 
ties having been acquired, it rests with their 
possessor to make history fepeat itself to his 
advantage. Men who happen to lok like 
Napoleon or Bismarck or Julius Cee#ar have 
much less chance of attaining to success 
something akin to the success of those men 
than has the man who has made it @ serious 
part of his life to model that life of his upon 
the principles that brought success Je his 
predecessor.

ECORDS in all countries dealing with 
earthquakes have catalogued a total 
f 140,000 of the phenomena. Within 
. the last ten years the science of seis- 
mography has taken a wonderful ad- 
vance imtil there is scartely a civilized gov- 
erpment under the sun which is not setting 
its instruments for the recording ¢f the time 
and movement and force of the earthquake— 
after the quake shall haye come and gone. 

But so far ag any possible anticipating of 
the phenomenon or any possible approxi- 
mating its force in any Manner, the scientist 
is completely in the dark. It is one of the 
challenging facts that of all the great con- 
vulsions of nature which have wrought such 
monstrous ruin to the world virtually none 
has been foretold Dy any one having the 
least character in the stiéntifio world. Even 
where some of the disturbances of the earth’s 
crust have been foretold the absence of the 
prophet’® méasurements of the force and 
ruin of them has estes ie and discredited 
his efforts.

Science Gives No Warning. 

In a period of eighty years of reasonably 
accurate observation, Ban Francisco alone 
has had 417 earthquakeé, 200 of which have 
been described with sufficient clearness to be- 
come a part of the regards of the Lick ob- 
servatory in California; (‘These 417 shocks, of 
which 200 have been clasged in virulence, oc- 
curred in a period of BGO months, giving a 
period of only a little nfore than two months 
between each convulsion, In the state asa 
whole the eighty year period has given evi- 
fence of 056 shocks obsérved at 214 stations 
throughout the state. .

ship at sea, but more rapid; not alone from 
side to side, but forward and backward as 
well, and both motions combine into a wrig- 
gle which it seems impossible for anything to 
withstand.

TOLD you seventeen years ago that 
+e whem the people found out the range 
and the reach of John D. Rockefeller's 
power Mr. Rockefeller’s fame woukd 
eclipse that of the then big men in 
the world of industry and finance,” ‘said an 
old friend of mine the other day. 

It wae the simple truth he spoke in this 
reminder, amd there was no need for the re- 
minder itgelf, because I never forgot the re- 
markable predictione of this man who for 
the last twenty years has had small dealings 
with the mighty owner of Standard Oil and 
other monopolies. 

Seventeen years ago Jay Gould was the big 
man in New York and Rockefeller was a 
vague name—except to those oll men whom 
he was then in process of “ snuffing out.” 
At that time my friend had said to me, with 
@ smile of scorn: “ These people talk about 


Jay Gould as if he were a king. Compared 


with Rockefeller he isa puny midget. I know 
that Mr. Rockefeller hae smiled again and 
again when Hetening to this shallow talk 
about Gould. He said one day to a man 
whom I know well: ‘I could crush Gould 
with one finger.’ And so he could,’”’ 


Dreams of Power Come True. 

“I feel a sort of proprietary interest in 
John D.,” continued my friend, after having 
recalled his prediction, “‘ Not that I own 
any Standard Oil, but because I knew the 
extent of his power and many of his dreams 
and plans at a time when the general public 
had not even heard of hisname. Many of the 
plans which are even today being carried 
out as concrete facts were made and ma- 
tured in the brain of Rockefeller more than 
twenty years ago. There is more than one 
corporation lawyer in New York who can 
verify that statement. My information as 
to these plans came to me, of course, at sec- 
ond hand, but the sources of my authority 
were the best, and I never doubted their 
truth even when, as the years rolled by, they 
remained unfulfilled. 

“I know, for example, that in 1889 the 


same lawyers who drefted the original Stand- 


ard trust drafted a scheme for the consolida- 
tion of practically all the important railroads 
in the country. That scheme was conceived 
by John D. Rockefeller. It did not carry 
at that time. I know, too, that at the same 
tine, or near the same time, Mr. Rocke- 
feller had a notion of consolidating all the 
street car systems of all the important cities. 
That scheme also miscarried. 

“Im those days Mr. Rockefeller had tre- 
mendous ambitions of founding 4 vast in- 
dustrial empire in the United States, of which 


he would be the directing head, even as he 


was then the ruling spirit of the Standard. 
He hada dream of * Standardizing ’ industry, 
if I might use such @ term. , 


pea * .

“*T know what is going om in all the other 
webs.

Each web knowe ite work of each 
day and each day I am advised by telegraph 
just the state of affairs in all of them." 

‘* When he compared himself with a spider,’’ 
continued my friend, *‘ Mr. Rockefeller had no 
sinister meaning atall. He thought only of 
the beauty of the simile. He has had, all 


these years, his own ideals of business meth- : 


ods and system, and he has not deemed him- 
self guilty of the wrong doing with which 
people nowadays charge him. 

“ If Rockefeller believed himself the fright- 
ful bogy man and man eater he ts generally 
portrayed, he could not have endured living 
all these years.

FFERING to do favors for people isa 

good habit for the ambitious young 

business man to get out og. The old 

heads will tell him.of countless prom- 

ising young fellows who have been re- 
tarded in their advancement and in sone 
cases ruined by the facility with which they 
have promised to do favors. 

It isn't only the favors that are done by 
a man that work against him. Even those 
that he promises to do have power to harm 
him. They attack him in two ways. The 
first is that in trying to do a favor for some 
one else he has of necessity to withdraw 
some of his time, energy, or money from his 
own business. The second chance for harm 
lies in the fact’that he may be unable to do 
the favor that he has promised to do, and 
that hie faflure to do ts set down against his 
reputation for truth telling or power of ac- 
complishment.

Don’t Indorse Any Man's Note. 


If he indorses another man’s notes or lends 
another man money, or tries to get him a 
position, he places the under man under 
obligations to him, it is true. But at the 
same time he incurs obligations himself. He 
stands to lose a definite thing—money, for 
instance—or In the case of recommending a 
man for a position or exerting his influence 
in some way to aid him he ws leasening his 
power of influence. If he uses his Influence 
too often he ceases to have ag much as when 
he began. Ordinarily’ men grant favors 
more readily to those who are not asking 
favors all the time. So the man who to 
oblige an acquaintance uses his influence in 
his behalf {s in reality shedding some of his 
own powers, 

But the favor once gone is over and there 
is nothing more to it. How different is the 
favor that is promised, 

Because A has told B that he will do a cer- 


tain thing for B he jeopardizes his own in- 
terests while that favor goes unperformed. 
Not only does B take up his time asking him 
to do the thing, but A himeelf loses more time 
in worrying about the favor itself, about the 
effect its refusal may have upon him and 
upon other extraneous matters which cannot 
help but which impair his credit and “aa 
ing. 

This must not be taken to mean that a mag 
in business should not do favors for others: 
Men who succeed in business are constantly 
helping others.

The guest’s name should be repeated 
as often as possible, and, as stated, where no 
rate is mentioned by the guest, he should be 
sent to the large “inside ” with the antique 
and the higher rate marked 
against his name. “i‘hese rates should be “ $2 
up,”” not “$2 and up,”’ which is vulgar, and 
used only by cheap imitators and eroseroad- 
ww <' 

The “ cold stare” in the modern hotel chet 
is of course a thing of the past. The up to 
date clerk has an eye’ for things only in the 
abstract, but in this connection he can’t be 
beat. He quickly reflects the “‘togs” and 
general habits of his guests upon the mirror 
‘vot. his memory. The “ strictly’ first class 
clerk can tell across the office or rotunda 
whether a guest is emoking a 5 center ora 
pure Havana. Heisa prize beyond price, and 
no first class hotel can get along without him. 

But the dining room! The * dining room ” 
is the one love spot of every good hotel. With 
the room problem, etc., properly settled, if 
the guest is hit right in the stomach you make 
him your everlasting friend.

Extra soft and expensive carpets should 
be.tabooed, as the same effect can be nicely 
had by drilling the waitresses to an elastic 
step, or, rather, to an elastic, sy]lphlike glide.

When the girls get them the nails have an 


imperfect, flaring head and are dull on the 
end. The girls’ work is to fit these ill-formed 
nails into little gropves cut into a revolving 
plate. The trick of the trade is to keep this 
plate filled and never allow one’ grooté to 
pass the hammers empty. This machine 
performs several operations in quick - suc- 
‘eession and finishes the nail, As the plate 
goes. round it passes first a little Hammer, 
which makes a sijal!] dent in the!nail just 
béheath the head. ‘The plate moves on and 
the nail is struck in the middle by another 
larger hammer, which gives it a certain 
curve, quite essentid] to all proper horseshoe 
nails. It is next hit in the head to mold the 
head into the correct form, and finally passes 
on to a die which snaps down spitefully upon 
the end of it and bites off a piece, giving it 
‘@ sharp point, and Jete it fall into a box, 4 
perfect horseshoe nail—for the want of which 
a. kingdom once was lost.

Not'Dangerous if Care Is Used. 

These wirls ate the piece workers, They 
are paid per 100 pounds for ‘ small head 
fives,”’ the smallest nail, and 388 cents per 
100 poubds for “large héad. nines,” the 
largest. They do from 200 to 500 pounds a 
day, working nine hours. The work is not 
hard, and, like most factory work. it is *‘ not 
@angerous if you are careful.” They have 
chairs, made with high backs, so that they 
may be as comfortable as possible at the 

machines. 

The nails are carried by men from the 
machines to the sorters, Who sit at long 
tables and examine every nail as it passes 
through their quick hands to see if.it is per- 
fect. This work is monotonous, and is only 
varied by a little gossip and giggling now 
and then.

Poultry Raiser Can Defy 
Fate, Trusts, Cold Storage. 


By Miller Purvis. 


HEN the secretary of agriculture 
admits that the American hen is@ 
potent factor in building up the rev- 
enues of American farmers the 
breeder of poultry has warrant fo 
hold his head high and consider himself as 
being among the important members of the 
wealth making class. In a recent report Seo- 
retary Wilson calls attention to the fact that 
the wheat crop of 1%.v was worth $525,000,000, 
adding that the American hen produced an 


amount nearly as large, his estimate being . 


$500, 000, 000. 

There are good reasons for thinking this 
estimate for the poultry business too low. 
The census of 1900, which took account of in- 
dustries as they appeared for 1899, gave poul- 
try credit with having produced poultry and 
eggs to the value of $281,078,085 in that, year. 
This poultry was kept on 5,006,252 separate 
farms. On these farms were .233,508,085,. 
chickens and. guinea fowls, 6,509,367 turkeys, 
5,676,863. geese, and 4,807,258 ducks, a grand 
total of 250,681,673. 

The census enumerators took no account 
of any poultry kept In any village, town, or 
city, or on any farm-of less than five acres. 
This rule excluded hundreds of thousands of 
fowls, as almost every village, town, and city 
in this country contains many flocks of chick- 
ens, and it is estimated that at least 50,000 
fowls are kept withjn the city limits of Chi- 
cago. .

American Hen Is Overlooked. 


It is hard for the untrained mind to com- 
prehend what is meant by the figures repre- 
seniing the number of fowls kept in this, 
country. To the average mind 100,000,000 is 
an indefinitely large sum, amount, of quanti- 
ty. We read lightly about multimillionaires 
and billion dollar appropriations, but we 
rarely stop to consider what these large fig- 
ures represent. 

To illustrate: If the average weight of all 
the fowls in this country were only four 
pounds each and they all were loaded on 
cars, each car containing twenty-five tons, 
and these cars were made up into trains of 
fifty each, !@ would require 400 trains to 


‘transport them. Each train would be 1,850 


feet long, and if they were run a mile apart 
it would require nedriy 550 miles of track- 
age to contain the shipment. At 10 centsa 
pound, this consignment of poultry would be 
worth more than $100,000,000. 

Owing to our defective system of gathering 
statistics, we have nothing but isolated at- 
tempts to gather poultry statistics by which 
to be guided in making estimates. I have 
been making guesses of this kind for more 
than twenty years, and have become suf- 
ficiently famillar with the tendencies of the 
business to be able t® guess closely to the 
facts. Im 1889 this country produced, in 
round numbers, 820,000,000 dosens of eggs. 


* - 
Eggs; Multiply ‘Em: 000,000,000,000. 

In 1898 it produced in round numbers 1,204,- 
000,000 dogens. This is an increase of over 40 
per cent. There is good reason for believing 
that since the last census was taken the poul- 
try business hde-increaged at least 60 per dent, 
for never before in the history of the country 
has any industry had such a rapid growth, 

Breeding poultry is a small business, if ws 
consider individual breeders, comparatively 
few Dreeders making ‘it a spéciality to which 
all their time is devoted; Dut in the aggre- 
gate it is a business which equais the growing 
of wheat; and 4s a nation we are proud of 
our plate as providers of bread for the world. 

Sheep breeding is one of the aristocratic ins 
dustries of this country. So fmportant is it 
considered by cougress that the wishés of 
sheep breeders are consulted and considered 
whenever a new tariff law is under way, yet 
the poultry breeders of this country could 
buy all the sheep and wool in this country 
with only a portion of the money they get for 
eggs alone. 

Our national debt is quite a ponderous load, 
but ft is not so large that the poultry money 
of the country could not pay ne within two 
years.

Income Practically Profit. 

The immense aggregate revenue of this 
great little industry is divided among millions 
of individuals. The average returne from 
each flock is about $100 per annum. This 
gnotiey is practically profit, as 90 per cent 
of the fowle of thie country Vive on feed 
which otherwise would be asted. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of flocks @fe kept on the. 
hack end of town lots and fed on the scraps 
from «the tables of thelf owners, or on the 
garden truck of the next door neighbor, with 
trifling expense for feed that has to be paid 
for. The writer has kept a dozen laying hens 
in his back yard for six months at an ex- 
perise of 20 cents for feed other than the 
scraps from the table and waste vegetables 
from the Kitchen, these hens keeping the 
family in eggs all the time. 

The popularity of the poultry business rests 
on {ts adaptability to people in afl watkes of 
life.

“It is a farming country exclusively that 
it taps. Its great bulk of freight tonnage 
is made up of carload shipments of potatoes 
and corn; ite passenger department woulda 
show a large percentage of long whiskers 
were photographs taken of the people who 
ride on its trains. It’s an old fashioned sec- 
tion, too—flarming districts usually are. It’s 
the manufacturing towns that get woke up 
and disturbed every once in awhile, and so 
stir up the country about them.

Source Twenty Miles Below. 


So far as the scientist at the seismograph 
station has gone with his observations, he 
still has much left for the exercise of his im- 
agination and his application of the Known 
laws of physics. 

Wherever the great earthquake has shown 
its destructiveness, the scientist searches out 
its centrum, which is the approximate in- 
ternal seat of the eruption, and he seeks to 
map on the surface the epicentrum, the 
spot at which the greatest tremor is man- 
ifest and from which in all directions the 
forces of the phenomenon diminish into still- 
ness. 

Here, however, the seismologist finds him- 
self embarrassed and occasionally lost fn his 
philosophy. One earthquake of a certain 
amplitude may echo half round the world 
before the seismographs in @ hundred sta- 
tions are done with its diminishing records. 
Another quake may outdo it In a populous 
epicentrum and the seismograph that is hard- 
ly a score of miles away may stand without a 
scratch to mar the blur of smoke on a single 
blank record that may have been in waiting - 
for months. This much the seismologists ave 
agreed upon—that the source of the eruption, 
wherever it may be, is scarcely to exceed 
twenty miles below the swaying crusts of the 
lahd or the churned surface of the ocean.

The ordinary clock stops on the occasion 
of a heavy shock of earthquake. The time 
of the clock aftér the sheck once stood for 
the time of thé catastrophe’s breaking. But 
it was discovered that.just as long as the 
swaying motione of the earth continued the 
pendulum clock continued to run; or that 
when the sudden sharp upheevals might stop 
it, the rolling side movements might start it 
again and leave it running. 

Outside of the tremendous forces of the 
earthquake, however, the seismoégraph now ° 
gives ite best results in keeping a line on the 
after influences of the phenomenon. Thusit 
has been settie@ that some of the greatest of 
these upheavals of nature have sent out 
wavelike sengatione through earth matter 
of mixed formations at the average rate of 
three miles a second, sometimes for thou- 
sands of mile. Yet some of these vibrations 
away from the epicentrum of the quake have 
been sufficient to make the ninety pound steel 
rails of the modern standard railroad appear 
tortuous beyond the possibility of running a 
two wheel cart over them. 

* * 


Figures Appear Unmeaning. 
Approximations ef the force of some of 
these great convulsions of the earth make 
figures appear unmeaning. In the Japanese 
horror of 1887 fhe records of observers 
showed that 30,000 squere miles of land was 
shaken. The average depth of the convul- 
sion was figured at one mile, and averaging 
the weight of the shaken earth at 150 pounds 
to the cubic foot, it was estimated that the 
power to shake only one cubic mile of earth 
Was 2,500,000,000 foot pounds. To shake 380,- 
000 square miles to the depth of 5,280 feet ——! 

The same authority, taking the records of 
the Charleston (8 C.) disaster, points to the 
fact that an arés of 100 miles square was 
affected at the rate of three miles a second in 
every direction from the epicentrum. To 
shake one of these square miles to a depth 
of a milé and at the rate of one-third of a 
second required 130,000,008 horse - power, 
while for the 10,000 square miles affected to 
that. depth represented one trillion three 
hundred billion horsé power! 

All of this virtually has left beyond con- 
sideration the causes of the tremendous up- 
heavais in almost every part of the world. 
There are at. least three causes that have 
béen exploited with some degree of scientific 
cf@dencey, One is the;@ecepted fact that a

Some Attempted Explanations. 
Another of the accepted causes by many 
séismographers is that the volcanic tn- 
fluences, setting this inner molten mass in 
motien, produce the quake.

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HICAGO’S police districts constitute a 
merry-go-round for crooks. With inter- 
esting and invariable regularity they are 
chased from one station to another. Per- 
haps Inspector John Il. Revere, after a 


rounfup, shunts them out of his district. 


They scatter here and there.. Inspector 

Nicholas Hunt géts some of them and 
after the lapse of time he ships them on. Inspector 
P. J. Lavin discovers them and tells them to meve. 
They are unwelcome and @angerous in Inspéctor George 
M, Shippy's district, and once more they are told to 
migrate. Inspector John Wheeler aiso is anxious to 
t& rid of them. 

. The average time of making the circuit is esti- 
mated at three months by the inspector of one of the 
concerned divisions. The racers take it good natured- 
ly, and isugh at the police as they romp over the 
course, secure in the knowledge that they practically 
are immune if they remain out of each district for a 
eertein period of the year, and are. sufficiently discreet 
not to commit an offense and Jeaye their finger marks 
on the jeb so distinctly that its authorship can be 
immediately traced. Arrest of known ‘thieves, pick- 
pockets, 4n@ bad men for the good:of the community 
tis useless in the face of existing laws, and the police 
authorities admit it. Conséquently the shunting proc- 
ess is mpecespary as the @nly available way for an 
inspector te make a showing of a clean district. The 
convenience of the laws governing appeals and the 
slight cost of this avenue to freedom are blessings 
for whieh the crooks are thankful.

Costs Trifle of $11.50 to File Appeal Bond. 

Offenders are denied the. right of a permanent 
address in Chieaco, and there are two ways of start- 
ing them in migratory movement. The plain clothes 
men may round up the tollers of the underworld and 
herd them te the station where they are told to ¢ >t 
out of the district.and put speed into their going, or 
the suspects may be thel@ on a charge of vagrancy. 
In the latter case they send for a lawyer. The iegal 
cost of each appeal bond ig $11.50; the amount charged 
for am appearance bond pending disposition of the 
appeal ig based upuwn the particular culprit’s reputa- 
tion for being among ‘those present at the: appointed 
time. Then he must pay the attorney's fee. 

The pickpocket who was short in the amount of 
his fine and appealed to the judge to turn thhim loose 
for ten minutes that he might get the money with 
his nimble fingers was bold but he was frank. He 
would have found much delight in the arrangement 
whereby, if suspected of a crime and ordered out of 
a police district, he could have at least temporary lib- 
erty and opportunity for getting back his expenses 
from thé helpless men and women of the district ad- 
joining. He has small fear of subsequent legal pro- 
ceedings. f 
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Appeal Cases Have Way of Disappearing. 

Vagrancy charges on appeal have a peculiar way 
of disappearing ¢n route to the higher court, save 
when, occasionally, an- epidemic of crime will so in- 
cense the public that in a desperate effort to exter- 
mineate the crime germ an unusual proportion of such 
cases will be called in the upper tribunal, In normal 
times the accused is shunted from ‘district to district, 
yet he thrives, and it is unfair to the crook te hold 
him up te the gcoern of his fellows by alleging that 
he gets his money from honest work. He is always 
in funds, and apparentiy lacks for none of the créa- 
ture comforts. Cansequently it must be accepted thet 
he steais for his daily bread. How? When? 

. That is the sullen secret of the sacred squeal book. 
Ask Inspector Lavin if they plunder in the North Clark 
street section. Certainly not! He will admit that there 
have been erimes in his division of police jurisdic- 
tion, but infrequently, and in nearly every case the 
offenders have been taken and eventually punished. 

‘Mek Inspector Wheeler if crooks operate’ in the 
district which centers at the Harrison street station. 
“Inspector Wheeler is an able thief taker, a fact proved 
by his position as commanding officer of one of the 
worst sections of the city. He will explain to you 
gently yet ively that crime in the district is so 
rare as to he ost a curiosity. Upged, he will acknowl- 
edge that tricks have been turned, but he deprecates 
the idea and ridicules the assertion that his district 
is a eee part of the city. BMaqualiy pasi- 
tive are £ z ore Revere, Hunt, and Shippy at their 
respective stations. 

Yet in Chicago there are many law § breakers, 
either openly claiming the city as their home, or tran- 
sient felons who are fugitive from other sections of 
the country. Wach of the police districts mentioned 
has a plague spot, and two of them have loealities 
given over to drug fiends. Members of this class of 
the afflicted population when not criminal themselves 
are the pals of criminals.

Population of Underworld Not Easily Known. 


With the number vf meu available it*has been 
impossible to know the whereabouts or doings of 
the thousands who have no known means of support 
and are potentially if not actually crooks. The popu- 
lation of the Chicago underworld cannot be accurately 
estimated. All classes of criminals are embraced, from 
the petty sneak thief to whom an overcoat is a tempta- 
tion to the daring operator who plunders his prey 
for thousands. Some of the most dangerous and clev- 
erest burglars and confidence men suspected of com- 
mitting crimes here are credited to other cities. It 
is the strangers who cause the most trouble, and thero 
is smali chance of identifying them, unless they are 
wanted for specific offenses. Or they may be caught 
in a periodical roundup and recognized from circulars 
received’ by the local department from other cities. 

The inapector is responsible for his district. If 
dereliction, occurs he shoulders the blame from the 
chief's office.. Wherefore it is his one ambition to keep 
his district clean, and to thrust the existing or pros- 
pective offenders on to the territory of his brother in-

specters. Occasionally orders are isaued 1 for a general 
cleansing of the soiled spots. Every member of the 
force is told to “send ‘em in.” It means a thorough 
sea of lodging houses, close scrutiny of habitues of

They are 
equal to emetgencies, and they are born thief takers. 
Next to the chief and his agsistant, they are in author- 
ity. Held tad responsibility in his own district, each 
man is sealous and has an ambition for a fine record. 
Also, if the subsequent election comes his way, he may 
be chief. Ap that is ever am inducement. He is 
active to the ‘point of autoeracy, 

What $1150 will do. There's the answer. iIn- 
spectors say the remedy lies in giving the police au- 
thority to deal summarily with known criminals. 

In the annual reporte of the chiefs of police to the 
mayors there is generally to be found ofe sentence or 
paragraph: “The well known free masonry existing 
among criminals aids’in shielding offenders from the 
police,” or wprds which tell the same story. This 
and the mrecéding paragraph have an affinity,  To- 
gether they hullify in a large: degree the’ shunting 
tactics of the. inspectors.

The police are powerless in such cases, The eol- 
leetion of the fine imposel by the judge is stayed by 
the writ from the higher court, and there is but. one 
recourse in ease the offender merits the displeasure of 
the police.

There are entrances and exits that defy detection, and 
always there’ isthe obliging friend with a line of 
“salve,” which means talk, to “stall”—i. e, delay— 
the “bull,” of officer in plain clothes. If in uniform 
he is called the “harness bull.”

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Live in One District, Steal in Another. 


The North Clark street lodging houses are popular 
with the “dips” who operate in the crowded shopping 
sections of the loop district. The South Halsted end of 
town te safer as a residence for the stickup men and 
boy desperadoes, who seek their victims among the 
workingmen who imbibe too freely and keep late hours 
in the haunts of the half world on the north side. 

The man who is known to the police also knows the 
police, dnd he has his little budget of Information con- 
cerning the disposition of the patrolmen and the hours 
when he is at liberty to do his nefarious work in com- 
parative safety. Of course the plain clothes- men are 
apt to appear at any moment, but that is a small chance, 
and one he is willing to take. By the tini@ he is routed 
out of the district in which he lives the crimes in the 
other precincts will have been forgotten in a measure in 
the press of later offenses, and his possible connection 
with the earlier jobs will be remote. 

But the crook has no intention of quitting his 
career of crime. In fact, he long ago abandoned even 
a momentary consideration of daily labor. If he is to 
thrive the source of his income will be the particular 
branch of the occupations of the underworld in which 
he is the most adept. The readiness with which money 
is found for expenses of appeal indicates a probable 
profit continuously, for his fellows will not put up for 
him unless there is a certain return—#some time. 

The Hyde Park district is admittedly the cleanest 
in the city. The reason for this lies in the absence of 
the cheap lodging houses. or other places where it ts# 
possible to congregate and herd together. The district 
is more thinly settled than any of the others, and while 
the force is proportionately smaller, the bf a 
stranger, and particularly one who has the appearance 
of a criminal, is quiekly detected. In the shunting 
process the Hyde Park district plays no part except as 
an exporter. The section is not entirely free from crime, 
for here and there among the good may be found the bad. 
But continued residence cannot be for long, and the mo- 
ment suspicion pointa to a newcomer he or ashe ig 
shunted in a hurry. Occasionally holdup men from the 
other districts have ventured into the aristocratic pre- 
einctse and succeeded in getting away uncaught. Bur- 
glares living in the uptown localities have been suc- 
ecéssful in their operations there, but the criminals and 
Other offensive elements have practically no residence 


here. 
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Blame Laid on Prosecuting Attorney’s Office. 

The police regret their inability to do otherwise 
than shunt the known criminals and the dangerous and 
suspicious men and women. Inspectors know the method 
produces undesirable and unfavorable results, They ad- 
mit that it is only a makeshift whereby each inspector 
may make a show of activity and so annoy desperate 
crooks that they will seek other hiding places in Chi- 
eag°. Biame is laid on the prosecuting attorney’s office 
that so few of the cases in which appeals from the lower 
courts are taken are tried. If the criminals who are 
finding their sources of support from mysterious employ- 
ment and who cannot give an account of these sources 
are made to pay heavy fines or serve considerable sen- 
tences in default of payment the police authorities pre- 
dict they would flock out of Chicago in as great numbers 
as they now flock in. Mich ig expected from the new 
municipal court law. in which fine and imprisonment 
may be imposed upon ex-convicts and ex-inmates of 
reform institutions who are not working regularly and

This removes the’only serious 
reason a crook need be afraid, except he be caught in the 


actual work. A jumped bond may prove dangerous at 


any time, for if the police want te be mean they can 
arrest him for running way, and@ it don’t look well for 
a man to run away from a case that probably never will 
be tried. The fect in iteeif makes conviction easy for 
the police. It is better for him to obey the orders of 
the fly men and get out.

« “You can find plenty of men who have been in Chi- 
eago for years, except for opcasional trips to other cities 
for short periods. This is their home, and is known as 
such by all their acquaintances throughout the country. 
Sometimes they live in one house for @ year or more. 
They never attempt any ¢creoked work in the district in 
which they live. The loop section ig the best for the 
‘dips,” and in spite of the fiy men and store detectives 
they mamage to get the méney. Many of them live on 
the north side in the rooming house district and make no 
suspicious move that side of the bridge. They seek the 
crowds on State street and other retail shopping thor- 
oughfares, where they can mix with the masses of peo- 
ple, and do the best they can. 

“The men who are picked up usually are the cheap 
skates, the kind who snatch at purses and run, or who 
travel in crowds and give a man the strong arm to get 
his coin. They run with the sneak thieves and petty 
criminals who hang around the coneert halls and cheap 
saloons and in that way become too well known to the 
police and fly men, That is why they are vagged. But 
the man who is careful and clever doesn’t parade the 
fact that he is spending easy money. He tries to hide 
the fact, so that, while he may be suspected, there is 
nothing in his actions or in the known character of his 
associates to indicate his crookedness.

The patrolman may not } 
have secured his prisoner im the proper man- 
ner. He may not have sought his evidence 
according t6 the etiquette laid down by the 
law, and for this reason the highway robber 
may be entitled to immunity. If such ie the 
case, the change of venue justice will not 
permit any hardships to be worked upon the 
criminal. Rather that a score of highway- 
men roam the streete as free men than that 
one of them be placed behind the bare with- 
out being given a fair, liberal, and good 
trial. 

If the private justice holds the criminals 
who appear before him hoping to get a “ lib- 


eral’’ trial to the.Criminal court, or if he : 


fines them the limit prescribed by the law,” 
he soon loses his business. ‘The assesement 
of court costs generally is agreeable to any 
burglar, the costs in most eourts being but 
$4.80. To be sure, disintes=sted authorities 
on the law asvert that $1.90 is all legally 
allowed to these magistrates as costs, but 
the prisoners are sati@fied to pay more than 
double this sum. 


Where ‘Change’ ’ Justine Are Found. 

Among the police courts which now have 
but one regularly appointed magistrate, thue 
furnishing considerable business for private 
“ change ’’ magistratea, aresomeof the most 
important in the city. The courte having 
but one magistrate are: 

Hyde Park, Chicage avenue, 
Stockyards, Englewood, 3

Although podlice officials are not free ip 
discussing the self-appointed dispensers of 
justice about their stations, they are unan- 
imous in declaring that there should be 
two magistrates at each court: Inspector 
Lavin of thé East Chicago avenue district 
said that more arrests would be made, the 
magistrate at the station would have more | 
leeway and could better attend to the busi- 
ness which came before him, and the district 
would be more thoroughly patrolled if there 
were two magistrates at the station. 

“An ifstance of the necessity of two 
magistrates is shown in the result of our | 
crusade Against the questionable charac- 
ters who roam about North Clerk street, 
near the river—either criminals or awaiting 
an opportune time to become lawbreakers,’”’ 
said Inspector Lavin. ‘I decided to drive 
all ‘of these people off of the street. Patrol- 
men were ordered to arrest every man or 
woman who could not give a satisfactory 
history. The magistrate at the station was 
told of the crusade, and he agreed. to do his 
part in cleaning the streets by heavy fines 
when any of the idlers were arrested and 
brought into the station. 

“It was not/long, however; before these 
people learned that“there was a crusade on 
in the police cqurt, and they looked about 
for some means of escape. Result, the 
change of venue court.’’ 


7 * 
Grant Many Continuances. 

The court sheets show the records of 
change of venue cases heard in Justice 
Roth’s court, a few blocks from the Chi- 
cago avenue police station. The prisoners, 
in many cases, were taken before the mag- 
istrate and a continuance would be asked 
for by their “lawyers” and granted by the 
magistrate. Other continuances would fol- 
low. At last, after many delaye and when 
technical difficulties had safely been passed 
by the policeman, it was not an unusual 
thing for the man or woman to be dis- 
charged upon payment of court costs. 

A fair example of the workings of the 
change of venue court is here given: 

A policeman traveling his beat in Clark 
street, near the river, meets a man known 
to him to be a habitual criminal. The man 
may be loafing about the street at the time 
and awaiting an opportunity’to insult a 
woman, pick a pedestrian’s pocket, or per- 
haps engage in a holdup. The policeman 
takes him in custody, leads him to the near- 
est patrol box, and calls a patrol wagon. 
He sees that the prisoner is lodged in a cell 
at the station, then takes up his- duties of 
walking the street once more. 

After tramping the streets all night he 
goes to the station and sleeps for about two 
hours before court opens, at 9 a. m. 

If it is Monday morning the courtroom 
is crowded, and it will be nearer noon th 
9a. m. when at last the fustice will notice 
the policeman and his prisoner and ask what 
the case “is all about?” 

“ Your. honor, this is a man who has a 
criminal record. He has been locked up 
here a dozen times and he spent two years 
in the county jail. When I afrested him 
last night he was loitering about Clark 
street and couldn’t tell me where he worked. 
I think that he ought to be sent to the 
bridewell,” says Ry i CY

How the Cis Is Played. 

But in the meantime the prisoner has been 
approached by one of the shyster lawyers 
who loiter about the station. When fi was 
learned that he had considerable money in 
his possession the lawyer “retained” the 
prisoner. 

“ This man asks @ change of venue, your 
honor,”” says the shyster as he beams wpon 
the scowling magistrate. 

The change of venue must be granted and 
prisoner, lawyer, and policeman march out 
of the courtroom and to the office of the 
“ change” justice. Arriving at the private 
justice shop the policeman is told that the 
case will come up two days later. Two days 
later it is found that the lawyer is sick or 
out of the city and another continuance for 
ten days is granted. Then, when at last it ig 
agreeable for shyster and criminal to permit 
the case to come to a hearing, it Is shown 
that the man was not n committing any 
crime and he is permi to leave om pay- 
ment of court costs. ad 

Meamwhile the night policeman has been 
losing his sleep each day until] noon and he 
has made a mental resolve not to arrest any - 
body unless he sees him killing his victim in 
the open highway. Commanding officers de- 
clare that the action of the change of venue 
justices does more to discourage efficient po- 
lice work and to balk the ends of justice 
than any other obstacle placed in the way of 
the police. 

There are few businesses‘that can be 
counted upon to pay their owners a mini- 
mum of $10,000 a year that can be started

up too late. Half an hour each, morning and 
night, is even better than an hour at either 
end of the day: Insomnia has often been 
cured by vigorous exercises just before retir- 
ing. The blood settles in a tired brain, and 
vigorous use of the muscles draws it off to 
these parts of the body, inducing quieter rest. 
It quiets the nerves, too, after excitement, 
so that sleep follows quickly. 

A splendid exercise for the arms, chest, 
and back is to stretch {he arms out straight 
at the sides horizontally, then bend them 
round in front of the body till the out- 
stretched palms totich each other, and finally 
swing them around the full half circie quick-~- 
ly, still at their full length, till they touch 
again behind the back, as high up back of 
the shoulders as possible. 

A good combination, and perhaps the best 
of all calisthenic exercise, is begun by stand- 
ing upright with the arms straight at the 
sides; then one should rise on the toes and 
dip the body till the fingers touch the floor 
at elther side; raise the body again, bringing 
the arms out straight at the sides agit comes 
up; then bring the palms together in front, 
and end with the swing that touches them 
behind the back, rising again on the toes 
as they swing back and dropping back to the 
heels as the arms complete the whole ex- 
ercise by coming back to the sides again. 

This should be repeated until the muscles 
all feel tired,’ the exercise being increascd 
each day. If some of the muscles tire before 
the others that part of the exercise which 
brings them into play can be left out and the 
remainder continued until all are equally 
fatigued. This opens the chest, allows more 
room for the lungs to expand, dévelops the 
muscles of back, arms, legs, and sides, and if 
practiced rapidly makes the heart beat fast 
and the lungs breathe deep. 

The lungs ot most women, particularly 
those who lead sedentary lives In the city, 
euffer from a lack of robust use. They aré 
too seldom expandéd to their full extent or in 
the right direction, Outdoor sports and out- 
door exercise in a lesser degree force the 
lungs to breathe fast and deep, and their 
constant vigorous use soon develops and ex- 
pands them until their power and capacity 
are greatly increased, 

The lungs should swell up high !n the chest 
as they are inflated, never downward against 
the stomach, since this interferes with di- 
gestion. One should exercise as. little as 
possible righ after hearty eating, since this 
impedes the digestive processes.

And miost spontaneous exercise of ali the 
muscles of the body as well as of the imagina- 
tion and Inventive faculties is obtained 
through what the kindergartners term the 
dramatic plays as distingujsned from the 
more formally organized dragatic games. 

In these the children act out some experi- 
ence which calls for bodily activity, as, for 
example, taking a walk. They describe what 
they see and make believe that they are pick- 
ing flowers, blowing dandelion seeds, Jump- 
ing rope, running races, gathering autumn 
leaves to huild a bonfire, reaching up to pick

Who are trying to grow tall went through 
these exercises. They suddenly lifted their 
arms. Then they stooped and rested on the 
right knee. Rising, they reversed the mo- 
tion and rested on the other. knee,. Then 
they ran down the room and jumped from 
foot to foot. Then they came back, still 
jumping, and this time lifting the feet as if 
they were skipping. The final movement 
was one of tossing the arms upward and 
bending backward. 

There is a reason for these things; the rea- 
son that exercises of this sort make the little 
woman seem taller is that they make her 
supple. She grows more limber, and "when 
she is limber she looks taller than she really 
is. The Mttle woman who can skip about 
if necessary is much taller in appearance 
than the little stiff woman who cannot 
jump about to-save her life and who must 
walk as if'ehe were in a vise. Try to be lim- 
ber and you will certainly look taller, There 
is much, too, In a joyous heart. A hopeful 
spirit raiges the frame to its supremest 
height, while grief bows the shoulders and 
lowers the entire figure with the mental de- 
pression expressed in the physical body. 
** Bowed down by grief’ is by no means a 
mere fanciful expression. 

The short woman must study her shoulder 
line. She must see that it runs into the neck 
line and on up to the top of the head. It 
must form one symmetrical curve, begin- 
ning at the elbow and running to the 
shoulder and on up to the top ofjthe head. 

The hair must be studied In a ghort woman. 
She must Gress it aright. The right way is 
supposed to be on the top of the head. And 
this is the best way, if the features can 
stand it. But often they are unabie to en- 
dure this style of dressing. If the nose is 
thin and the face peaked it is most impos- 
sible. Do it rather then at the back of the 
head with a tall pompadour In front. Put it 
about .where Psyche put her famous knot 
of hair. The pompadour is not to be drawn 
down the forehead, but banked high, al- 
though not so high as to be out of proportion, 
Indeed, whatever the short woman does she 
should beware of the proportions. Far bet- 
ter frankly be short of stature, daintily 
small and symmetrical than assume mon- 
strous proportions, or rather want of pro- 
portions, which often call attention rather 
than veil the shortness, High heeled boots 
are one of thé things that can destroy pro- 
portions, tall hats are another, undue 
lengthen! of the waist line is a third.

Disguised as a Syrian 
physician, Mr. Elmendorf traveled 700 miles 
across the desert, visited the old Roman cities 
which had lain buried and lost to the world 
for over 1,200 years, and which only now are 
beginning to be located and excavated by the 
French government.

Break of Dawn 
on the Stage. 


In the short last act of “The Girl of the 
Golden West,” at the Belasco theater, in 
New York, a scene of serious and touching 
sentiment is enacted by Blanche Bates as 
The Girl and Robert Hilliard as the Road 
Agent. Perhaps the most wonderful fea- 
ture, however, is the beautiful effect of 
dawn, which Mr. Belasco’s artistic genius 
hag. evolved, and which develops so nat- 
urally and slowly jas to consume at least 
three minutes from the first shimmer of ap- 
proaching daylight to sunrise. Although the 
act itself lasts only six minutes, it is so in- 
tense and poetic as to hold the audience 
spelibound, with & considerable portion of 
it in tears. 

A few nights ago, hawever, for the first 
time during the remarkably long run of 
Mr. Belasco’se California play, this act got 
a laugh. .Off the stage, in the wings, where 
all is datk, a careless stagehand upset a 
boxful of broken glass, known in stage 
parlance as a “glass crags Had Mr. 
Belasco written this effect into the play, 
together with Mr. Hilliard’s appropriate line 
as he aé@tually spoke a second later, the 
manuscript would have read something like 
this: 

(Glass crash heard off the stage. Pause.) 

Mr. Hilliard—The dawn is breaking-——

His 
yearning for the quiet of country lUfe, how- 
ever, was so great that in 1891 hé took up 
his residence at Malvern, removing last re 
to the cathedral city of Hereford. | 

Elgar’s first complete recognition in Eng- 
land came es composer in 1896, when hi 
cantata “ King Olaff” was produced at thie 
Hanley festival. Since then no English 
music festival has been given without a 
work by him. Following the cantata “ King 
Olaff’’ came those works in similar form, 
“The Black Knight,” “ The Light of Life,” 
and ‘‘ Banner of St. George.” ‘‘ The Dream 
of Gerontius ** was produced at the Bir 
ham festival in 1900, which spread Elgar's 
fame to Germany, and increased his already 
fixed reputation in the United States. The 
most celebrated critic in Germany, after 
hearing “ Gerontius" at Dusseldorf, de- 
clared it to be “* the greatest composition in 
the last hundred years, with the exception of 
the Requiem by Brahms.” 

“Gerontius” has been given twice at 
Lower Rhine festivals, a thing hitherto un- 
heard of in the annals of English music, and 
the “Aposties,” his latest and greatest 
work, has also been performed at this the 
most celebrated German choral institution. 
“The Dream of Gerontius,”’ together with 
the “ Aposties,” represents the furthest 
point of Elgar's genius. 

Personally Sir Edward Is a fine type of the 
English gentleman. His days are spent in 
his study and on the banks of the lovely 
river Wye, that so prettily winds through 
the city of Hereford. He is greatly im de- 
mand in London, but is seldom begulled from 
his country fome. Last year a festival of 
his works was held with great success at Al- 
bert hall. 

Before being untanted by King Edward, 
Oxford university gave him the degree of 
* Doctor,”’ and last June he came to Yale 
university to accept the degree of Doctor of 
Music. He made no pubilie appearance at 
that time, but hastened back to England.
